In recommending a 
combination of the defense d ep a rt­ 
m ent s. tho com m ittee will not go all 
the way with Mitchell by urging es­ 
tablishm ent of a separate air service. 
The committee will recommend a uni­ 
fied service for procurem ent only and 
refrain from discussing the organiza­ 
tion of the proposed departm ent.
